LONDON, Dec. 17 (/!')— A stronf: force of RAF Lancaster 
bomber.s drojiped more than 1,500 long ton.i of high cx- 
ploaivea nnd incendiaries on Berlin last niglit in the sixth raid 
on tho German capiUil in a month, the air ministry an- 
nounced today.

"To a greater degree by far than ever be- 
fore we have placed our destiny In the koep- 
Ing of one man," wrote Chipper. "What 
Roosevelt has agreed to at Telieraii we may 
not know entirely for a long time tn come. 
He has ca.st the die for the United Stales per- 
haps In decisions from which tliere can never 
be any turning back, in that sen.se we arc 
completely at his mercy." 

Although Clapper Is obvlou.sly concerned 
With the pre-vlews of postwar negotiations, 
he offers one note oC ren.ssitrailce;

What Clapper feels we may lose as a result 
Of these International conferences nilKhl be 
altogether another story. Hay Tucker. In his 
adjoining column, may have put his finger 
on the can.so of a mutual conecrn when he 
wrote: "The man In the Kremlin will bo tlie 
boss." 



MORE or OUK PLANNED KCONOMY 

In the good old days. Income tax returns 
had to be filed only once a yenr. The worst 
that could happen to you on July 15, Sept. IS 
and Dec, 15 was to have to write an Install- 
ment check. 

But now you no more than get one return 
off to the Internal revenue collector, It .seems, 
and It's time to file another, all because the 
treasury was eager to protect the lower eco- 
nomic strata. 

Even Uncle Sam: we arc told, la having his 
headaches. The bureau or Interna! revenue 
can't got along on Its !Q5,OOO,O0O appropria- 
tion. It must add 13,000 to Its old personnel 
of 30,000 employes, and that requires an ad- 
ditional $22,000,000 for which congress has 
been asked. 

Why? On account ot those multiple returns 
which the treasury succeeded In adding to 
the original pay-as-you-carn principle. To 
handle the red tape with which treasury "ex- 
perts" bedeviled a straightforward moderniz- 
ation oi the Income tax. 

or course, you understand that all these 
troublesome, expensive returns aren't neces- 
sary. They arc not Integral parts of the pay- 
as-you-oarn principle. They were put on af- 
terward, 

Wo cannot prove that they were added de- 
liberately, for the purpose of making the pay- 
aa-you-eam tax unpopular so as to cicate 
popular demand lor iti appeal. 

The Impedimenta can be stripped off any 
time congress hears from enough voting tax- 
payer.^— after which there could remain a 
sane, simple, eiriclent, effective pay-as-ypu- 
carn income' tax. 

That's something else to write Thomas, 
Clark and Dworshak about.
